Observations of an Omaha Traveler iv the
Neighboring Republic,

COMMON CUSTOMS JAR NORTHERN VISITOR

Hpsaking of the etlquette of the Mexl-
oan psople, am & race they are very couri-
eous, respesiful and obliging., but I could
not help but notice ons thing amongst even
the batter olass of Mexirans that to an
American s shoéklng. While we were hav-
ing dinner at épe of e most prominent
hotels in Voera Orus 1 noticed at a table
opposite us an old woman, ‘about 70 year
old, with white hair and a very refind face,
dressed 1o a black sk gown with & black
lace mantilla draped over her head and
abioulders .

soerved hot. SBometimes they roll them up
and place Inslde of them chile, which is red
pepper and meat, and it Is then called chile
conciarne,  1Tsually they take the tortilla
and wrap It In the shape of a spoon and
with it take up the beans, meat, rice and
gTavy; thereby tuking the placa of knife,
fork and spoon. They do not sit around a
table, Lut all squat down on the ground In a
circvlo and eat out of ons blg pan.

We left Mexico Oty vin the Interoceanio
rajlway for Vera Crus, and the next morn-
ing. long before sunrise, on looking out of
the car window to my right, I saw upon the
horizon a large, light cone-shaped object,
extending some distance into the sky, and
upon closer thspection I discovered It wus
Mount Ortgaba, some forty miles awny, It
gradually grew brighter and brighter as
the day dawned, and a= wa had then passed
Jalupa and being at nearly sea leval it was
indesd o grand spectaclie. And now for the
first time [ was in the troples, where [
could wes growing in Its native state flelds
of ooffes, vwvanilia, chocolate, also the
banana, cocoanut, orange and lamon. The
alr was much warmer than In Mexico City,
in fact like our average June morming.
Within two hours we reached Vera Crur,
where we saw Mexloan life and customs In
nll thelr glory.

A Cliy with a History.

Vera Cruz is the chief ssaport of the re-
publie, where Iierman Cortex landed on
Good Friday, 1619, subsegquently scuttling
his ships and thas committing his followers
1o the conguest of Mexico. Without re-
lating many incldents 1 wish to give one
which shows how slowly Mexlcans trans-
act their business, The street car which
wtood In front of the station was a litUe
old-fashioned affair, with two long seats
and canopy top. A team of donkeys was
hitched 1o It, a native Mexican boy driv-
Ing. He had n cow's horn In his hand
which he used as a whistle, to which people
pald no attention. And another young boy
vollected the fares, charging extra for our
haggage. 1t took about thirty minutes to
%0 to the hotel, a distance we could eaally
huve walked In ten. 'We hadn't gone more
than & block when a mile team was hitched
0 A cart backed up agalost the wdewalk,
where some merchundise was belng un-
loaded, and thelr heads and shoulders ex-
tended over the car track. The driver
tooted his horm and made all kinda of
demonstrations i order to get the driver
of the mules 10 turn his animals (o one
side, and only after Ave minuies' pariey-
Ing sucoeeded In clearing the (rack. The
sane thing happened In the peat block,
but pot sucobeding In gelling the driver

Tropical Plantations,

Our next visit was to several planta-
tlons south and east of Vera Crus, where
we could see all varioties of troplcal frults
grow. The tropleal lands of Mexlco ex-
tend Hke a vast horseghoa from & few
miles to 30 from the Gulf of Mexico. The
Pacific side with its arid climate, and on
nooount of ita Inaccessibility at pres.
ent s pot to be thought of by the
American settler. On the Atlantie slope
killing frosts ocour every few Years oas
far south aa Tuxpan, which Is about 15
milea north of Vera Crus. The grontest
American population (8 situsted on the
Isthmus of Tehuantepso. It |s o most ex-
cellent country with many advantages.
Here the Blerra Madra range Is bLut 800
feet above the sea level, and being newrest
the Pacific coast thers Is a large area of
fertile tropical land betweon the mountalns
and the gulf, and It is in that locality that
we viaited several plantatlons.

At an old Inland town called Tuxtepec,
about six miles from the rallroad, in the
state of Ouaxaca we atopped at the hotel
where we were told President Juares wus
when he proclaimed that all the ghurches
in the republic would be confiscatled by the
government,

Our party of six engaged & natlys Mex-
jean to furnish us saddle horses and started
out to visit the different plantations. The
first plantation we visited was the Ban
Bllverin plantation about fAve miles past of
Tuxtepee, owned by New York and Penn-
sylvania capltalists, The manager, E. E
Banner, gave us much information oon-
cerning developments on hia plage. He

men he has a foreman, who is pald 80 per
month: then he has a superintendent, who
is over the different campws, whose head-
quarters are at the maln camp. On this
plantation there are about 2,000 acres
planted in rubber from one (o thiree Years
old. Mr. Banper recently msent to South
Amorica for 6,000 parn rubber seads, which
he clnima produces a greater quentity and
finer quality than the aatlva rubber treo
of Mexlco. He further stated that the com-
pany Intended planting 10,00 acres in rub-
ber and that it would be gix or seven
years hefore they begun recelving substan-
tal returns from thelr plantation, ws the
rubber tree har to be at least § yvears old
before it can be tapped, They raise con-
sidernble corn and have at this time sov-
eral thousand bushels stored for sale,

We Inquired the prices In Mexlcan money
of various commodities, and bere are some
of them:

Tork, 76 cents for 2% pounds; inrd, 314
for M pounds; butter, §1.50 per pound; corn,
5 for 400 ears; rice, 10 cents per pound;
benns, $1.78 for 3 pounds; beef, 20 to 40
cents per pound; egge, § cents each. He sald
the cooks are up at 1 o'vlock In the morn-
ing muaking tartillas, thut he himself was
up at 8 o'clock apd pll the help wius up at
4 o'clock and ready to start Inlo the fleld
at daybreak. He was just then recelving a
cariond of machinery which he Intended
using In an fee plagt. Ewerything is run
on systemutio and scientifie principles. Of
course it 1s an expennlve propesition, hut
when once the rubber trees are yielding
rubber, and with the price of rubber ad-
vancing, it will be better than nine-tenths
of our producing gold mines.

Home Comforia Out of Sight.

From there we visitad a large tract of
land owned by NeBraska and Mlissour)
parties, called the La Joya tract, and which
adjoins the Bliveria plantation. Thins s
similarly situated, but at present unde-
veloped. At this pluce we stopped at the
house of & native Mexican over night and
had supper, breakfost and dinner, all of
which meals were the same—tortlllas, rice,
benns and coffee. 1 never In my life put
In & more uncomfartable night, Just Im-
sgine sleeping on  palm slate about four
inches wide, with nothing spread over them,
not even palm leaves. I used my overcout
for a pillow. howaver, that alone might
not have been s bad bad not the wood-
ticks postered us slmost to death, We
spent un entire day tramping through trop-
leal forests which at thmes soomed almost
impenetrable owing to the deise unders

As the rainfall Ia very heavy the grass
grows In abundance every day In the year,
and cattle, horses and hoge can be ralxed
and fattened ready for market at lttle or
no cost, thereby e¢nabling one to get quick
returng, as (he prices I guoted above In-
dicato, The northern capitallsts are com-
Ing In and buying large tracts and develop-
ing fine plantations and are erecting large,
modern sugar factories,

I also visited & sugar plantation at
Motgorongo, which was lkewise run on
business principles. They have several
hundred employes; have a large factory,
with a capacity of 000 tons of cans dully.
They have six mies of $-fool geuge Ltram
road of forty-pound steel, and have a
siring of flat cars and a locomotive for
iransporting the oane to the factory. They
also,buy the cane of the small farmers
at M per ton at the factory, which, on 8
per cent extraction, ylelds 180 pounds of
wugar, which, av7% cents per pound, pro-
duces a handsome profit. The suger cane,
after the Julce has been extractad, s
called bugasse and this furnished suMclent
fuel to run the bollers for the entire plant,
The manager Informed me that thelr store-
house, where all the employes buy thelr
clothing and provisions, shows a handsoime
profit every month. Through natural curl-
osity, 1 inguired whether thore were any
men who came into that country many
years ago with limited means who wday
are wealthy, and was given the following
information:
